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Campaign to name facility after Tunisia terror victim 

SPORTS HALL CALL 
TO HONOUR JOEL

THE sports hall at the new 
£8.1 million Wednesbury Lei¬ 
sure Centre could be named 
in honour of teenager Joel 
Richards, who was killed in 
the Tunisia terror attack, if 
plans are approved. 

Wednesbury councillor Elaine 
Costigan is lodging a bid for the spe¬ 
cial dedication, which has been sup¬ 
ported by the 19-year-old’s family 

University student 
Joel, from Wednesbury, 
was killed along with 
his uncle Adrian Evans 
and grandfather Patrick 
Evans. 

The Saddlers fan was 
a keen sportsman, play¬ 
ing Gaelic football. He 
was also a promising 
referee. 

Councillor Costigan 
said she believed nam¬ 
ing the sports hall in 
honour of Joel would be 
a fitting tribute. 

She has already received his mother Su¬ 
zanne’s approval and the proposal has now 
been put forward to Sandwell Leisure Trust 
which will run the leisure centre in High Bul- 
len when it opens next month. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan said she was con¬ 
fident her suggestion would be backed by offi¬ 
cials as the community had rallied together in 
the wake of the tragedy in Tunisia. 

“I’ve put the proposal forward so we will 
have to see what they say but I can’t see any¬ 
one objecting to it. I’ve spoken to Joel’s mother 
Suzy and she said she thought it would be a 
wonderful tribute. 

“Joel was very sporty so it seems very fitting 
to find a sports-related way of honouring him in 
Wednesbury,” said Councillor Costigan. 

Former Stuart Bathurst Catholic High School 
pupil Joel, his uncle Adrian, 49, who worked at 
Sandwell Council and lived in Bilston, and his 
grandfather Patrick, 78 of Wednesbury, lost 
their lives in the attack in the coastal city of 
Sousse when the attack took place on June 26. 

Joel’s 16-year-old brother Owen was the only 
survivor of the family trip. 

The council is also discussing a permanent 
memorial to all three victims. While Walsall 
Football Club has revealed plans to place three 
permanent memorials at Banks’s Stadium.

A CHARITY music festival set up in memory 
of late Charlatans drummer Jon Brookes will 
this year raise money for the family of three 
Black Country men killed in Tunisia. 

Musicians will be taking to the stage in hon¬ 
our of 19-year-old Joel Richards, of Wednes¬ 
bury, his uncle Adrian Evans and grandfather 
Patrick Evans. 

The Jon Brookes Mini Fest and Smile For 
Joel Memorial will take place at Wednesbury 
Town Hall on September 5. It follows last 
year’s event dedicated to Mr Brookes, who 
was originally from Wednesbury. 

This year, organisers wanted to continue 
to honour the musician, who died in August 
2013, aged 44, after battling a brain tumour, 
but also pay tribute to Joel and his family. 

The mini-music festival will see acts take to 
the stage throughout the day including Gary 
Stringer, singer with indie band Reef and 
Ocean Colour Scene musician Andy Bennett. 


One of the organisers is Karen Phipps, a 
childhood friend of Mr Brookes and also a 
friend of Joel’s mother Suzanne. Money raised 
at the festival, which will run from midday 
until 11pm, will be split between Joel’s family 
and a West Midlands animal charity. 

Mrs Phipps, who runs Serenity beauty 
salon in Wednesbury, said: “What happened 
was an absolute tragedy and we want to show 
our support.” 

Mrs Phipps said they hoped to repeat the 
success of last year’s concert, which saw 
bands including Isolated Atoms and Spectrum 
take part as well as Streetly singer Connie 
Talbot and raised more than £5,000 for the 
Jon Brookes Fund. 

Tickets cost £6 and are available from 
Wednesbury Town Hall on 0121 556 4914 
or Serenity in Crackhall Lane. It comes as a 
fundraising page set up on gofundme.com in 
memory of Joel soared past the £13,300 mark.

Child approached 
by woman in park 

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD girl was approached by a 
‘suspicious’ woman in a park in West Brom¬ 
wich. Police are appealing for vigilance after 
the incident which happened in broad day¬ 
light in Dartmouth Park between 2.45pm and 
2.50pm on Monday. 

Officers say that the child was with her 
mother when she was approached by the 
other woman. The woman is described by po¬ 
lice as mixed race, aged in her mid-30s. She 
had black hair in a bun and wore a red T-shirt. 

Detective Inspector Ronan Tyrer from West 
Midlands Police Force CID said: “We are anx¬ 
ious to hear from anyone who may have seen 
what happened in the park. The child is safe 
and officers are continuing with their inquiries 
and checking local CCTV.” 

COUNCIL 

£ 25 m waste plant 
due for approval 

MAJOR plans to build a £25 million recy¬ 
cling plant in Tipton have been recom¬ 
mended for approval by planning bosses. 

Up to 100,000 tons of waste would be 
put through the renewable energy facility 
each year and converted into electricity 
and heat. 

Experts say it would generate enough 
electricity to power 12,000 homes and 
benefit local businesses. Around 20 jobs 
would be created at the plant on a stretch 
of land off Bloomfield Road, near the rail¬ 
way line. 

Dudley Council’s planning committee 
has been advised to back the scheme and 
is due to make a decision on Monday. 

DANGER 

Vandals damage 
lifebuoys for pool 

VANDALS have ripped lifebuoy rings from 
holders around a pool at Queslett Nature Re¬ 
serve in Great Barr. 

Five rings were taken from their hous¬ 
ings and tossed into the water at the site off 
Booth’s lane. 

Members of the friends group said yobs 
were putting people’s lives in danger by 
vandalising the rings. The issue has been re¬ 
ported to officials at Birmingham City Council.

LUKE WHO’S IN 
ARTISTIC MODE 
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Revving up for business after wrangle

AN award-winning West Bromwich 
family garage has finally completed a 
new £200,000 workshop after being 
caught up in a planning wrangle for 
eight years. 

Ferdotti Motor Services Ltd on the 
Lyng industrial estate bought its devel¬ 
opment plot in 2007. 

But within months of the deal, the ga¬ 
rage and its industrial neighbours were 
being offered between £lm and £1.3m 
per acre for a homes development under 
a compulsory purchase order scheme. 

Sandwell Council’s Development 
Framework Plans had earmarked the 


22-acre zone for housing ahead of the 
catastrophic property slump the follow¬ 
ing year. 

Property developers lost heart in the 
Brownfield site and Ferdotti’s 4,000 sq 
ft expansion plans, next to its site at 
Pleasant Street, were left in limbo. 

Director Tim Guidotti said: “Initially 
we didn’t know what to do. The local 
authority were - and still is - commit¬ 
ted to the same social improvement that 
has been seen in the town, but there is 
currently no appetite for independent 
investment here. 

“By 2012 I’d had enough of the delays 


and took the plunge to develop the for¬ 
mer bronze foundry we had purchased.” 

After paying £15,000 to remove waste 
from the 100-year-old factory, Tim 
site-managed the development himself. 

Completion means the business, pri¬ 
marily known for its fleet servicing, will 
have capacity to expand its domestic 
market and develop its servicing of new 
generation hybrid vehicles. 

Tim’s father Joe founded Ferdotti Mo¬ 
tors in 1977. Last year the garage won a 
customer service award for a fourth con¬ 
secutive year at ARI Fleet UK’s annual 
Master serve Network Awards. 


Boycott threat over 
pick-up fees for cabs 


BLACK cab drivers in Birming¬ 
ham are threatening to boycott 
New Street Station after being 
told they will have to pay extra 
fees of up to £1,000 per year to 
pick up passengers. 

There were fears that thousands of 
commuters would be left stranded. 

The taxi driver’s union, RMT, is meeting 
with Network Rail bosses over the charges, 
which bosses say could see drivers forced 
out of business. 

RMT added that drivers already pay a 
20p fee to the station every time they pick 
up a passenger there. It also complained 
that drivers have been patient working 
around the construction site for the last 
five years. 

But Network Rail says the new fees, 
which are being introduced when the sta¬ 
tion fully opens on September 20 following 
years of rebuilding work, are part of a pol¬ 
icy to improve air quality by issuing higher 
charges for the more polluting cars. 

RMT general secretary Mick Cash, said: 
“None of our taxi driver members will ac¬ 
cept Network Rail’s terms. They are all 
united and determined that no-one will pay 
this extortionate fee. Instead, drivers will 
be forced to ply for hire near the station, 
meaning that Network Rail’s actions will 
simply inconvenience passengers by mak¬ 
ing them walk further to pick up a taxi. 

“This will have serious consequences and 
create severe congestion throughout the 
surrounding area. 

“Bearing in mind that £750 million has 
been spent refurbishing New Street station 
to benefit passengers, it is appalling that 
one of the results will be to disrupt and 
inconvenience passengers with onward 
travel needs as taxi drivers are unfairly 
penalised.” 

Network Rail said the new charge is de¬ 
signed to discourage older and more pollut¬ 
ing vehicles. 

A spokeswoman added: “The charge is 
on a sliding scale, similar to the road tax, 
starting at around £400 per year. The 
£1,000 is at the higher end of the scale. 
This is designed to ensure better air quality 
and a better customer experience.” 

The disruption could start during Sep¬ 
tember as an unprecedented number of 
major events are being held in Birming¬ 
ham’s city centre. 


Spade-loads of respect for volunteers

A SCULPTURE honouring the 
tireless volunteers who have work¬ 
ed for more than 50 years to pre¬ 
serve the canals of the Black Coun¬ 
try will be installed next week. 

Cradley Heath artist Luke Perry 
has created a piece honouring those 
who have given up their time for 
Dudley’s historic canal tunnel and 
limestone mines. 

He is now putting the finishing 
touches to the artwork which has 
been commissioned by Dudley 
Canal Trust. It depicts a spade held 


in a pair of hands, is cast in steel 
and specially treated so it can go on 
display in one of the caverns along 
the stretch of waterway. 

Written on the head of the spade 
are the words: “This monument 
is a celebration of the people who 
have kept this canal alive for over 
50 years.” Bosses at the canal 
trust, off Birmingham New Road, 
said the efforts of volunteers over 
the years had turned the site into 
one of the busiest stretches of canal 
in the country, taking in excess of 


80,000 visitors per year into the 
tunnel and mines system. 

It was decided to create a monu¬ 
ment honouring all those who had 
given their time to making the site 
what it is today. 

Mr Perry has been working on 
the piece at his studio in Cradley 
Heath for the past few months and 
said it would be transported to the 
canal trust base next week. 

The sculpture will be placed on 
a plinth with light shining on to it 
from a well opening above. 


Campaign 
for safety 
measures 
after death 

A CAMPAIGN is under way to improve 
safety on a busy road where a young 
mother was killed and her sister seri¬ 
ously injured in a crash. 

More than 100 people pledged to back 
the campaign to make improvements on 
the A34 Walsall Road, in Great Barr. 

People want an end to illegal u-turns 
and other dangerous manoeuvres taking 
place at the Tower Hill junction near 
shops, a pub and restaurant. 

It comes after Sarah Child, aged 26, 
was killed and her sister Claire serious 
injured after being struck by a car at the 
junction. 

The driver, Amirul Islam, from 
Lozells, in Birmingham, was jailed for 
four years in 2013 after pleading guilty 
to causing death by dangerous driving. 

Claire suffered nerve damage in her 
right leg as a result of the impact and 
was unable to walk on her own for two 
weeks. 

Claire was unable to return to her 
sales job at a plumbing products sup¬ 
plier, where her sisters Sarah and Han¬ 
nah also used to work. 

Father-of-two Richard Evans, of Car- 
modale Avenue, has set up a Facebook 
campaign which has received more than 
100 likes. The 31-year-old teaching as¬ 
sistant, said: “It is so dangerous and you 
hate to think what could happen. 

“We don’t want another tragic crash.” 

He said talks with Birmingham City 
Council were progressing well. A con¬ 
sultation is due to get under way over 
lowering the speed limit on the road 
through the Tower Hill area. 

Flood protection 
scheme under way 

THE first phase of a £20 million scheme 
to protect 1,400 homes and businesses 
in Sandwell and Birmingham is under 
way. 

The Environment Agency’s plan 
will also reduce the risk of flooding in 
Sandwell Valley and protect the well- 
known working farm attraction, Forge 
Mill Farm, from damage. 

Bosses say around 1,408 properties - 
including 774 homes and 634 businesses 
- are at a potential risk of flooding. 

The first stage of work to strengthen 
the flood defences and river embank¬ 
ments is taking place in Perry Barr and 
Witton. 

The second phase, in Sandwell Valley, 
includes increasing the capacity of the 
existing water storage area at Forge Mill 
and is due to begin in 2017. 

Gym approval to 
create 50 posts 

A NEW gym is to open in a former office 
block in Smethwick creating 50 jobs. 

Sandwell planners gave their backing 
to the scheme by nationwide chain Xer- 
cise41ess to move into Crystal House. 
They are looking to create 40 full-time 
jobs and 10 part-time. 
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£425,000 is 
asking price 
as church on 
the market 

A CHURCH in Smethwick has been 
put up for sale for £425,000. 

The Church of God of Prophecy in 
Regent Road closed in 2013. 

Estate agent Right Move, which is 
handling the sale of the building, said 
interest has been shown in the build¬ 
ing since it was put on the market. 

The church is believed to date back 
to the late 19th century but has been 
empty for almost two years. 

Smethwick councillor Roger Horton 
said he would not like to see many 
changes made to the building. 

“Architecturally, it has got quite a 
lot a bit of character so I would hate to 
see it changed. The asking price does 
seem a bit over the top but I don’t 
know what’s inside.” 

Right Move said interested parties 
had shown an interest in retaining 
the church as a place of worship, add¬ 
ing that any new buyer would need to 
seek permission from Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil if they wanted to demolish it or 
convert it into housing. 

The premises consists of two church 
buildings. The main building com¬ 
prises a large open plan room with a 
baptism pool, office accommodation 
and a first-floor balcony with seating. 
The rear building features a function 
room with a kitchen. 

Since closing some members of the 
congregation have moved to Smeth¬ 
wick Baptist Church, also on Regent 
Road. 

Reverend Steve Bentham said: 
“Ideally we would like it to remain a 
place of worship but that is obviously 
in the hands of the seller.”

Her new owner Jocelyn Newell, 
aged 57, spotted the moggie on a Face- 


book post. She and her family have 
three other cats - Daisy, George and 
Felix - and two dogs, chocolate Labra¬ 
dor Peggy and collie-cross Poppy. 

Ruby has now moved in with the 
family in their home off Birmingham 
New Road in Coseley. 

“I saw her on Facebook and fell 
in love with her straight away,” cus¬ 
tomer services assistant Mrs Newell 
said.

City Hospital to take on 
borough heart patients 


HEART attack victims in Sandwell 
will no longer be treated at the 
town’s General Hospital - but five 
miles away at City Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

All emergency coronary care is being 
centralised at City as bosses say the cur¬ 
rent system is ‘unsatisfactory’. 

But the move will mean longer ambulance 
journeys for people in Sandwell. 

Two new cardiac units will be set up at City 
Hospital at the Dudley Road site to accommo¬ 
date the rise in patients. 

Outpatient appointments will still take place 
at Sandwell General Hospital and Rowley Regis 
Community Hospital. Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS Trust said it was con¬ 
fident the move would improve patient care. 

Medical director Roger Stedman said: “The 
location of interventional cardiac care on one 
site will provide full emergency 24-hour cover, 
365 days per year with improved access times 
from when patients arrive for emergency treat¬ 
ment until the time they receive the necessary 
procedure. The public are advised to dial 999 
for help if they experience severe chest pain. 
West Midlands Ambulance Service will bring 
all patients suspected of needing urgent cardiac 
treatment straight to City Hospital.” 

Monitor 

Ian McGarry, from Sandwell Healthwatch 
said the organisation would be watching 
closely. He said: “The trust did come to us be¬ 
fore they made the decision and it is something 
we will be monitoring. We will be looking for 
people to tell us their experiences. 

“We have received reassurance that treat¬ 
ment won’t be affected. We have to take their 
word for it but we will monitor it.” 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis insisted the 
changes were necessary. They are due to come 
into force within weeks, with the new cardiac 
labs open at City Hospital before the end of the 
month. 

Mr Lewis said: “The existing arrangements 
are unsatisfactory. So at the start of 2015 we 
engaged with people about proposed changes to 
locate all interventional cardiology services on 
the City Hospital site with the development of 
two new cardiac catheter labs. This will make 
our arrangements consistent with best prac¬ 
tice. Responses to the listening exercise were 
considered by the CCG governing body and the 
trust board.” 



BIRD lovers of all ages winged it 
to a Sandwell beauty spot for the 
opening of a new £400,000 visitor 
centre. 

Staff and volunteers at RSPB 
Sandwell Valley nature reserve 
threw open the doors of the 
new centre for a festival of wild- 
life-themed fun and activities. 

The new visitor centre, called 
Nature’s Reach, has been created 
on the site of a former base which 
was destroyed in an arson attack 


five years ago. And as part of the 
big opening day at the weekend, 
visitors were able to use the new 
centre’s facilities, which includes 
a cafe, while also taking part in 
activities. 

Pond-dipping and hunting 
for mini-beasts under logs were 
among the events taking place 
during the day. People also got 
the chance to see art displays 
which had been inspired by nature 
and toasted marshmallows over a 


camp fire. Members of Sandwell 
Museums service were also on 
hand to meet visitors. 

Volunteer Liz Wootton, 54, said 
she hoped the new centre would 
raise awareness of the nature re¬ 
serve and its work. 

And she said turn-out to the 
opening festival had been excel¬ 
lent. “It is great to finally see the 
new visitor centre open,” she said. 

“It was absolutely buzzing with 
people.”

Vile video bully, 16, 

dodges detention

A 16-YEAR-OLD bully who re¬ 
corded humiliating two young¬ 
er teenage girls on a viral video 
watched by millions has walked 
free from court. 

The girl was sentenced to a 10-month 
referral order at Birmingham Youth 
Court on Monday, following what a 
district judge called a ‘horrendous act 
of bullying’. 

She had already admitted an assault 
and another charge of robbery, apologising 
for the incident in which she forced two 
younger girls to the floor in the Northfield 
area of the city, on July 11. A video of the 
attack filmed by one of her friends was 
posted to social media and has since been 
viewed 11 million times, the court heard. 

District Judge David Robinson, sentenc¬ 
ing, said he did not believe the girl’s story 
she was too drunk to remember the assault. 
“I’ve seen the video and it’s clear you knew 
exactly what you were doing,” he said. 

However, he avoided sending her to im¬ 
mediate detention pointing out she was of 
previous good character. 

The judge said: “There are a number of 
factors which aggravate the seriousness of 
these offences. The assault was pre-planned 
and motivated by a desire to humiliate the 
two girls, who were younger than you. They 
were surrounded by a group, and must 
have been terrified. You struck both with 
their own handbags.” 

The girl punched the victims, and stole 
the iPhone of one of them, which has never 
been recovered. 

Asked by the judge if she had anything 
to say for herself, the girl replied tear¬ 
fully: “I’m really sorry - it’s not some¬ 
thing I would usually do. Normally I stick 
up against the bully. People don’t want to 
speak to me any more because they think 
I’m a bad person.” 

In mitigation, the teenager’s solicitor 
Amy Nuttall said her client had a drink 
problem. 

She added the girl had also suffered an 
‘unstable’ upbringing where she was ex¬ 
posed to domestic violence. 

Her mother was also ordered to pay com¬ 
pensation of £100 to one victim and £400, 
including the cost of the stolen mobile 
phone, to the other girl. Mr Robinson also 
imposed a parenting order telling the girl’s 
mother it would support her in stopping 
any future bad behaviour. 


Man seriously injured in fire at flat

A MAN was seriously injured and neighbours were 
forced to flee their homes after a fire tore through a 
flat. 

Firefighters rescued the man, who was left fight¬ 
ing for his life following the blaze in the Smethwick 
property. 

The 58-year-old was pulled from the address in Ast¬ 
bury Avenue on Monday. 

Neighbours were evacuated as the flames took hold 
of the first floor flat at around 11.30am. 

The occupant, named locally as Ray, was rescued 
from his bedroom by firefighters. 

A woman living in the flat next door was also led to 
safety. She was checked over by paramedics but did 
not need to go to hospital. He suffered serious smoke 


inhalation and was said to be in a serious condition 
at City Hospital. Pat Tanner, aged 78, who lives in 
the flat below, was alerted to the fire by a neighbour. 

She said: “I was getting myself ready to go out and 
my next door neighbour told me there was smoke and 
to get out quickly. 

“I was just shocked. If I had stayed in there I could 
have had my ceiling on me.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokesman John 
Hawker said: “The man was treated by medics for se¬ 
rious smoke inhalation. 

“Treatment continued in the ambulance en route to 
City Hospital. Unfortunately the man’s injuries were 
described as life threatening.” An investigation into 
what caused the blaze has now been launched.

A CONSULTATION has been 
launched over the future of non-emer¬ 
gency patient transport used by thou¬ 
sands of people across Sandwell and 
Birmingham. 

The NHS-funded service helps 
people unable to travel by private 
or public transport get to and from 
healthcare services, such as routine 
hospital appointments. 

It aims to give patients safe, timely 
and comfortable transport, and is 
available free of charge to those who 
are eligible. 

At the moment there are different 
contracts and standards in place at 
each of the NHS trusts, in Sandwell, 
Birmingham and Solihull. They are 
due to come to an end and now health 
chiefs are looking at creating one sin¬ 
gle service to improve it for patients. 

Patients can give their views at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham, today, Thursday, from 10am to 
4pm and at Good Hope Hospital on 
the same day from 10am to 3pm. 

Dr Peter Ingham, from Birming¬ 
ham CrossCity CCG, said: “The ex¬ 
isting contracts for non-emergency 
patient transport will be coming to an 
end soon, so we must take action to 
ensure there is no gap in service. This 
also gives us an opportunity to look 
at the quality of the non-emergency 
patient transport service.”

Police were called to Birchfield 
Road at the junction of The Broadway 
just after 9.15pm on Wednesday. 

DCI Joyce, from West Midlands 
Police, said: “When officers arrived at 
the scene, they found several people 
tending to the man who had been left 
for dead by his attacker. The motive 
for the attack remains unclear.” Any¬ 
one with information should call 101. 

Cannabis plants 
go after tip-off 

MORE than 200 cannabis plants were 
seized from a home in Langley after 
an anonymous 999 call to police. In 
total 234 plants were seized across 
four rooms at the Thompson Road 
home. No arrests have yet been made. 


Deal struck on gauging house scheme

AN historic boat-measuring house is 
to be restored after a developer struck 
a deal to build houses on land next to 
it. 

Stoford Living originally wanted 
to include the Grade-II listed Boat 
Gauging House in Factory Road, Tip- 
ton, in its long-running plans to build 
more than 30 homes, but a proposal to 
convert it fell through after concerns 
were raised by the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

Wary of the scheme having to be 
scrapped completely, the company 
has decided to alter its plans and has 


instead pledged to restore the gauging 
house and build 35 one and two-bed- 
room apartments on land nearby. 

Those plans have been backed by 
Sandwell Council and work could fi¬ 
nally be about to begin, eight years 
after the plans were first submitted. 

Stoford Living had previously re¬ 
ceived consent to convert the now 
derelict gauging house but quickly 
ran into difficulty when it emerged a 
pipeline running underneath it would 
need strengthening before any work 
could be done. 

Safety experts said the work was 


necessary to protect future residents 
from the risk of a ‘major incident’. 
But Stoford Living said the work 
would make the scheme ‘unviable’ 
and has decided the only way to keep 
its housing plans on course is by re¬ 
moving the gauging house from its 
plans. Bosses have pledged to restore 
it and said the safety warnings did not 
rule out its future use as a place of 
work. 

Tipton councillor Ian Jones said: 
“It’s a historic area and if nothing 
happens to it, it will be vandalised, it 
would have been lost.” 


Quarry pool youngsters 
are dicing with death 


CHILDREN are dicing with death by 
breaking into a Rowley Regis quar¬ 
ry and ‘tombstoning’ into the water. 

Bosses at Edwin Richards Quarry put 
out a warning that rocks lie beneath the 
surface and someone might be killed. 

The water was also described as ‘exception¬ 
ally cold’. The perilous craze of tombstoning 
involves leaping from a cliff or other high point 
into water below. Security patrols have now 
been stepped up at the quarry in a bid to deter 
youngsters from trespassing. 

The land has been earmarked for a hous¬ 
ing development with work due to start next 
year, but in the meantime, the firm behind the 
proposals says it is taking action to secure the 
100,000 sq ft site. 

Site manager at FCC Environment Ann Ear- 
ley, said: “Following several incidents of tres¬ 
pass at the Edwin Richards Quarry we have 
stepped up security patrols. We encourage par¬ 
ents and carers to warn their children about 
the hazards of playing and swimming in unsu¬ 
pervised waters like quarries, rivers, lakes and 
reservoirs, and of the dangers of tombstoning. 

Surface 

“We would like to emphasise that swimming 
at unsupervised sites like this is very danger¬ 
ous, as the water is still exceptionally cold and 
hidden rocks lie just beneath the surface.” 

In 2013, 15-year-old Augusto Zacarias died 
after slipping from a ledge and plunging into 
a pool at a disused quarry near to the Crooked 
House pub in Himley. Family and friends 
launched a campaign after the death, calling 
for the disused quarry to be closed and security 
at the site stepped up. 

FCC Environment is targeting early 2016 
to start its homes scheme at the Rowley Regis 
site, which would see the quarry filled in and 
281 houses built on its southern edge. 

The scheme could take up to 30 years to com¬ 
plete but it is hoped the homes could be com¬ 
pleted during the next decade. 

It is hoped the gaping hole that is the quarry 
will eventually become open green space to be 
used by residents of the new homes. 

Ms Earley added FCC Environment would 
seek prosecutions against those illegally access¬ 
ing the quarry. She added: “It is also important 
that people are aware that trespassing onto pri¬ 
vate land is against the law.” 

Councillors backed the plan to regenerate 
the site earlier this year. 


Chaplin’s son visit rubbish row

SANDWELL Council has been 
criticised for failing to clear rub¬ 
bish from a park that was left 
behind by travellers in time for 
a prestigious visit from Charlie 
Chaplin’s son. 

Visitor Dave Williams said he 
was ‘ashamed’ that Michael Chap¬ 
lin had to trudge through bin bags 
and other waste on his way to 
unveil a memorial at Black Patch 
Park in Smethwick - where his fa¬ 
mous father is rumoured to have 
been born. 

Mr Chaplin flew in from the 
south of France and said he was 
honoured to visit the possible 
birthplace of his father. 

The 69-year-old took the wraps 
off a new monument honouring 
the Romany gipsies that lived in 
the park more than a century ago 
and their work in preserving the 
park as open space. 

Mr Williams, aged 74, of Tower 
Road, Tividale, who lived near the 
park growing up, said: “When I 
heard about Michael Chaplin com¬ 
ing, I wanted to view it. I was re¬ 
ally interested and I was thrilled to 
shake his hand. 

“But I was so ashamed that a 
man had come from the south of 
France and he had to walk though 
a park that was like a tip. They 
showed pictures of the time it was 
a gipsy encampment and it was 
cleaner then than it is now.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, 
Sandwell Council’s environment 
boss, said the clean-up was not 
able to be done in time. Simon 
Baddeley, a founder member of the 
Friends of Black Patch Park group, 
said there was a wider issue of peo¬ 
ple dumping rubbish at the park. 

He said: “If they clean it up it 
will just reappear again. It’s ex¬ 
tremely challenging for Sandwell 
in the current environment.” 
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£540,000 floodlit 
pitch will open 

A NEW £540,000 floodlit hockey pitch 
will open this month to sports clubs 
and residents in Sandwell, Walsall 
and Birmingham. 

It has been created at the Aston 
University Recreation Centre in Bir¬ 
mingham Road and will be home to 
Aldridge and Walsall Hockey Club, 
West Bromwich Hockey Club, Rushall 
Olympic Football Club and F.C. Pre¬ 
mier. 

As well as Aston University stu¬ 
dents, the new facility will also be 
available for hire by schools and col¬ 
leges and for recreational users. 

Crash victim is 
seriously injured 

A MAN in his 30s is in hospital with 
a serious head injury after being 
knocked down by a van in Oldbury. 

Paramedics were called to Birchfield 
Lane at around 11.50pm last Thurs¬ 
day. 

The injured man was treated at the 
scene by the ambulance crew before 
being taken to the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Chris Kowalik said: “A 
medicine that prevents and treats 
bleeding problems was administered 
and his airway was maintained.” 

Detectors to be 
fitted in homes 

THOUSANDS of council homes 
across Sandwell will have new smoke 
alarms fitted as part of £818,000 in¬ 
vestment. 

The project aims to replace the 
smoke and carbon monoxide detec¬ 
tors in around 7,000 properties during 
the next three years. It is estimated 
this will equate to the replacement of 
around 10,700 alarms. 

The council’s cabinet was expected 
to give the go-ahead for the first year’s 
funding of £267,300.

Pubs losing 
out as big 
companies 
set up shop 


WHEN John Pickup saved his local pub 
near Bridgnorth, he had a simple rationale 
for his efforts: “If we didn’t do something, 
we would have ceased to be a village, we 
would have become just a collection of 
houses.” 

Our community pubs are the fabric of 
British society, the glue that binds our 
towns and villages together. 

And according to the Campaign for 
Real Ale, pubs in the West Midlands are 
still closing at the rate of around six a 
week. 

Now I’m not one of those diehards who 
believe it is a tragedy whenever a pub 
shuts its doors. 

Let’s be honest, while we may have 
lost many excellent pubs over the past 10 
year or so, we have also lost some pretty 
dreadful ones. 

You know the sort I mean, the nonde¬ 
script boozers, often staffed by a succes¬ 
sion of short-term managers, the sort that 
specialise in stale cobs, bland lager, and 
an occasional knuckle sandwich just after 
last orders. Should we really mourn their 
passing? 

But the sad thing is that, as the econo¬ 
my picks up, it is not just the failing pubs 
which are under threat, but the thriving, 
popular ones too. 

The Seven Stars in Sedgley and the 
Hasbury Inn in Halesowen are both pop¬ 
ular, well-frequented pubs in pleasant, 
close-knit communities. 

They are not at risk of closure because 
they struggle to pull in the punters, but 
simply because the sites they occupy are 
more valuable to the supermarket giants. 

The battle over the Seven Stars seems 
to have been rumbling on for years. The 
local authority refused planning permis¬ 
sion, so the Morrison’s simply got the 
decision overturned by Whitehall, just 
10 years after being told to relinquish its 
supermarket in the village centre by the 
Monopolies Commission. 

So much for localism and devolution. 

And there will then be tough times 
indeed for the long-established inde¬ 
pendent convenience stores in the two 
neighbouring roads. Look, I’m all for free 
enterprise, but something isn’t working 
when thriving small businesses are just 
brushed aside like this. 


SHE insists she was just looking after 
her teeth, but Clare Embleton has now 
had to have metal plates inserted into her 
face after chewing gum for seven hours a 
day wore her jaw out.

An artist’s take on iconic album 
sleeves has gone on show in 
his home town. KIMBERLEY 
CRAYTON-BROWN reports 


A GRAFFITI artist has returned to 
his roots to bring his collection 
of signed and printed versions of 
iconic album covers to Wolver¬ 
hampton - each with a price tag of 
£3,950. 

Temper, real name Arron Bird, from 
Eastfield, released the Cover versions 
collection last year, selling 11 of the 12 
pieces within a fortnight for £45,000 
each. 

Now, printed works of the collection by the 
artist are for sale at Castle Galleries, Victo¬ 
ria Street, with a brand new addition to the 
line-up complete with custom-made vinyl 
frames. 

The latest work is based on The Beatles’ Sgt 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band. 

Distinctive 

It adds to the 12 other pieces of art, which 
include The Verve’s Urban Hymns, The Who’s 
Who’s Next and Led Zeppelin’s Physical Graf¬ 
fiti, remastered by Temper and his distinc¬ 
tive B-Boy style. Temper attended Eastfield 
Primary School and was the son of a council 
worker. 

After meeting fellow Wolverhampton-born 
graffiti artist Goldie, aged 10, he immersed 
himself in the then-hidden world of 1980s 
graffiti culture, creating his own street murals 
in six months. 

He is now one of the most respected graf¬ 
fiti artists in the world, having first risen to 
prominence when his trademark B-Boy figure 
was chosen by Coca Cola to adorn 100 million 
Sprite cans. 

He was also the first graffiti artist ever to be 
awarded a solo show in a major public gallery 


when his work went on display at Birmingham 
Museum & Art Gallery in 2011. He has also 
created sculptures which can be seen around 
Birmingham’s landmark Cube building. 

To mark his return to the art world - and 
his debut collection for Birmingham-based 
publisher Washington Green Fine Art - the 
43-year-old went back to his original craft to 
realise an idea he first had as a youngster, en¬ 
thralled by vinyl LPs. 

He said: “Album covers were like an art gal¬ 
lery to me as a child, they had a magic about 
them that would transport me to another 
place; it provided me with a playground for 
my creativity.” 

“By looking at an album cover I could simply 
escape into its environment and it would really 
excite my imagination. These journeys would 


provide me with a playground for my creative 
mind.” 

Temper is one of the most successful and 
talented graffiti artists of his generation and 
continues to push the boundaries of his genre 
- his ‘cover:versions’ collection merges pho¬ 
torealism with his famed ‘B-boy’ characters, 
used throughout the artist’s graffiti career. 

The pieces are also notable for his use of 
both oil and acrylics. 

Mark Horton, Wolverhampton’s Gallery 
Manager for Castle Galleries, said: “Temper is 
an artist who is continually evolving, challeng¬ 
ing himself, breaking the mould and redefin¬ 
ing his genre collection after collection. 

“In ‘coverversions’, Temper skilfully mar¬ 
ries the old and new, combining his free hand 
‘traditional’ graffiti with detailed figurative

work reminiscent of the old masters and 
breath-taking photorealist landscapes. 

“Washington Green Fine Art was founded in 
Birmingham in 1986 so it’s great to be exhibit¬ 
ing work from local artist with such a connec¬ 
tion to the Midlands area.” 

The cover:versions pieces can now be pur¬ 
chased from Wolverhampton’s Castle Gallery, 
with a bespoke frame created with disused 
vinyl records. 

Made by Birmingham casting company 
CMA Moldform, each handmade frame uses 36 
records to create the mould, and takes three 
days to create. They have been designed by 
Temper to complement his music-inspired col¬ 
lection. A range of original pieces painted on 
individual vinyls are also available, with more

Mother tells 
of shock at

A COUNCILLOR has called for a 
Black Country park to be locked up 
at night after vandals damaged fitness 
equipment just days after it was in¬ 
stalled. 

Yobs tore the arms of the new row¬ 
ing machine at Leybourne Park in 
Tipton. 

Councillor Steve Jones fears the 
equipment will be removed if it keeps 
getting damaged and now believes 
keeping people out of the park at night 
could be the solution. Some parks in 
Sand well are locked at night. 

Councillor Jones said: “If they carry 
on vandalising it the council will take 


the equipment out. It’s a nice little 
park and we’re just trying to make it 
a little better and more aesthetically 
pleasing. 

“It has been a long-term plan to do 
something at the park and this has 
come at the first hurdle.” 

Pledged 

Councillor Jones has a meeting 
planned with bosses at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil and is hoping an agreement can be 
reached to try to protect the facilities. 

The new equipment was added 
through council public health funding 
and also partly from cash pledged to 


the community from developers con¬ 
structing new homes nearby. 

Councillor Jones said he was sad¬ 
dened that the vandals were trying to 
spoil the enjoyment of people wanting 
to use the equipment. 

“I spoke to a resident who says he 
used it every morning. There are peo¬ 
ple wrecking it and people using it - 
they can’t co-exist. 

“We are going to get resistance if we 
leave it there and we are going to get 
resistance if we move it. I don’t want 
them to take it out, we have got to do 
something to try and stop them wreck¬ 
ing it,” he said.

W hat do Steptoe and Son, Last 
of the Summer Wine, The 
Liver Birds, Up Pompeii, Till 
Death Do Us Part and Are You Being 
Served? have in common? 


Well, in addition to being among 
some of the best-loved and most 
successful sitcoms in the BBC 
archives, they all started life as 
episodes of Comedy Playhouse. 


The anthology, which aired 
between 1961 and 1975, featured 
one-off comedy pilots, with the best- 
received being turned into full series. 


Of course, not every episode went 
on to be a fondly remembered classic 
- Shamrot, On the Knocker, or 
Barnaby Spoot and the Exploding 
Whoopee Cushion, anyone? - but 
the hit rate was high enough for the 
BBC to revive the format last year 
with three more pilots. 

And now one of them, Miller’s 
Mountain, has been renamed 
Mountain Goats and give a six-part 
run - and some may think that given 
the Comedy Playhouse track record, 
it’s got a lot to live up. 

Luckily, the signs are promising as 


the new series does have a great 
cast in its favour, including Sharon 
Rooney, who is probably best known 
for her acclaimed performance as 
troubled Rae in E4’s My Mad Fat 
Diary. 

She’s certainly enjoying her latest 
role, especially as it’s provided her 
with a change of pace.

Pendine Sands came alive as spec¬ 
tators watched a commemorative 
run of the iconic 350hp Sunbeam, 
on the 90th anniversary of Sir 
Malcolm Campbell’s World Land 
Speed Record of 150mph. 

The National Motor Museum, Beaulieu, 
marked the anniversary with a demonstration 
run in the restored Sunbeam with Sir Mal¬ 
colm’s grandson Don Wales (pictured right) at 
the wheel. 

Don, who is also a Land Speed Record 
holder, said: “I was thrilled to be given this 
amazing opportunity to sit at the wheel of my 
grandfather’s car back at Pendine where he 
set his record. It was an honour both to follow 
in his footsteps and to drive this iconic car on 
such a special occasion. 

“My grandfather (pictured below) was a re¬ 
markable man and for us to remember him and 
honour some of his achievements in this way 
is very humbling. I really must thank Beaulieu 



for this opportunity and for all the hard work 
the restoration team have done on her.” 

The car was the brainchild of Sunbeam’s 
chief engineer and racing team manager, Lou¬ 
is Coatalen, and was constructed at the com¬ 
pany’s works in Wolverhampton during 1919 
and early 1920. Its power came from a modi¬ 
fied 18.322 litre VI2 Manitou Arab aero engine, 
a type used on naval seaplanes. 

The Sunbeam, renamed Blue Bird by 
Campbell, holds three World Land Speed Re¬ 
cords, the first achieved by Kenelm Lee Guin¬ 
ness at Brooklands in 1922 with a speed of 
133.75mph. Campbell then purchased the car, 
had it painted in his distinctive colour scheme 
and in September 1924 achieved a new record 
speed of 146.16mph at Pendine, raising it the 
following year to 150.76mph. 

Demonstration 

Campbell then sold the Sunbeam and it 
passed through a number of owners and was 
in a poor condition when purchased by Lord 
Montagu in 1957, for his ever expanding motor 
museum. It was restored to working order and 
when not on display, it was taken to motoring 
venues in the UK, Europe and as far afield as 
South Africa. Its last outing was at the British 
Automobile Racing Club Festival of Motoring 
at Goodwood in July 1962 when Lord Montagu 
took it on a 3-lap demonstration run and Don¬ 
ald Campbell did a lap d’Honneur. 

During a test fire-up in 1993 to assess the 
car’s condition, disaster struck when a blocked 
oil way in the engine caused it to seize and 
‘throw a rod’. For several years after that, the 
car was on display in the museum with a very 
visible hole in its engine where the piston and 
con-rod had exited. 

In January 2014, following a complete me¬ 
chanical rebuild by the National Motor Muse¬ 


um’s workshop team over a period of many 
years, the Sunbeam was fired-up again - the 
first time it had been heard in public in over 50 
years. The following month it was a star of the 
show at Retromobile, Paris and was also run at 
the 2014 Goodwood Festival of Speed. 

Doug Hill, the National Motor Museum’s 
manager and chief engineer, said: “When we 
were rebuilding the Sunbeam, I always hoped 
it would be finished by 2015 so we could run it 


here today on the 90th anniversary of its World 
Land Speed Record. I cannot think of a more 
fitting tribute to Louis Coatalen, the designers, 
the engineers who built it and the people who 
developed it during its racing history. I am also 
indebted to our team of engineers and volun¬ 
teers who have spent more than 2000 working 
hours returning it to running condition.” 

Supporting the run was the 1933 aero-en- 
gined Napier Railton Special, which holds the 


all-time lap record of 143.44mph at Brooklands. 
The Napier-Railton has its own unique history 
at Pendine, having been the star (alongside 
James Mason and Ava Gardner) of the 1951 
movie Pandora & The Flying Dutchman. In the 
film, the car is used for an attempt on the Land 
Speed Record, for which the action sequenc¬ 
es (culminating in the car being driven into the 
sea to quench an engine fire) were filmed on 
Pendine Sands during 1950.
